“We live in this area, and we are held 
hostage in our homes and are not safe driving 
home from work," a concerned citizen wrote, 
adding," the police did an excellent job in 
taking back the streets of Elizabeth Avenue

Most people, unfortunately, have a great 
fear of being rejected. Our personal feelings of ii ity, lack of self- 
confidence and anxiety are so fragile that if they were tejected they would 
have great feelings of unhappiness. In many people, one or two rejections 
would drive them into a permanent social shell. 1 

‘Thus, most people will interact with you only if you give them an 
obvious sign that shows that you will not reject them. For instance, if'you 
smile at them, speak to them in a pleasant voice, or even just look at them 
with a pleasant expression on your face, they will probably let their social 
guard down. Just speaking or looking isn't enough. You have to first 
convey a sense of pleasantness before making your approach. In other 
words, people often see you before you see them, and they have usually 
decided whether you are "a good person who won't make me feel bad by 
rejecting me,” or “A bad person who will reject me as soon as I show 
interest in him (her),” long before you indicate an interest in them. 
Some of the ladies at whom you look might be as interested in you as 
you are in them. But they will never let you know it until you give them 
asignal that lets them know that you won’ t reject them. In other words, they 
might see you looking at them, but they might also think that as soon as they 
glance back at you, you will snub them. You have got to make them know 
that you will be kind and receptive, if they return your glance. 

Think about it. The people whom you admire and whose company you 
enjoy are probably people who were warm, courteous—and receptive to 
you. You would i d

Mandelaand the freedom movement, 
and Jesse Jackson on the covers of

*For Snoop Dog to be a sym- 
bol of this generation is disgrace- 
ful," he said. “To say that all we did 
was curse, drink and degrade. our

Sharpton said this is the re- 
sult of African Americans loos- 
ing touch with their base and 
“the people who were able to get 
positions as the result of the 
movement were not the ones in the 
movement.” 

He urged leaders to come down

The mayor also said that neither 
he nor the police will surrender to 
lawless individuals. “We will not 
surrender and we will not allow any 
neighborhood, streets or other facil- 
ities [to surrender either].” he said. 

Police Director Celester said they 
did not move in to incite a riot or to 
make massive arrest. “Our goal was 
to take back that block and get the 
main drug dealers, the main people 
that were doing it," he said. 

Celester showed council mem- 
bersaneightminute surveillance tape 
taken from the area which included 
cars doing “doughnuts,” and an indi- 
vidual counting hundred dollar bills 
after an alleged drug sale. 

According to Celester, most of 
the cars were not registered in New- 
ark and 66 percent of those who were 
searched and agrested were not from 
the area. They found cars from as far 
as Salem, a small town in Southern 
New Jersey. An East Orange fire 
fighter was videotaped making 
doughnuts in the middle of the street. 

Council © Woman-at-Large 
Mildred Crump commended the po- 
lice and encouraged the young city 
activist to send a clear message that 
illegalactivities would not be tolerat- 


ed. 

“I applaud. you. I will support 
you. I Have no problem with what 
youdid. It needed to be done,” Crump 
said to the police, adding that leaders 
must set an example to the youth. “If 
you don’t want to be part of the 
problem becofhe part of the solu- 
tion,” she said. 

Other council members shared 
Crump’s views Councilman George 
Branch of the Central Ward added 
that parents must regain control of their 
children. He said without parental su- 
pervision “our children will be lost. “ 

Baraka was unavailable for com- 
ments ori the meeting. However, De 


Lacy i>. Davis, president of Black 
Cops Against Police Brutality: who 
also supported the recent youth rally on 
the steps of City Hall following the 
raid, said he was in favor of removing 
guns and drugs from the community 
but he questioned “the use of dogs and

"The real issue is what does using
